Preface. 


*tures. In fome places we trace no other fimilarity 
< betwixt thefe verfions, than that which arifes from 
the circumftance of their being made from one 
* common original, the Latin vulgate; but in general 
* we difcover features of refemblance between them 
* fo numerous and fo ſtriking, that it is moft clear, 
* that the author of the later tranflation not only 
* law, but copied very freely from that which had 
* been previoufly completed.’ 

** Judging from the greater rudenefs of the lan- 
guage, I conceive this to be the earlier: and I think 
it very probable that it was Wickliffe's firft attempt, 
and fubfequently revifed and polifhed by himfelf’or 
his difciples; which would account for the features 
© of refemblance' above remarked. If this opinion 
be correct, it leaves with him the whole merit of firft 
tranflating the Scriptures into Englifh. 

“The Volume is beautifully written, and the 
initial letters of each Book and Chapter are illumi- 
nated. There are no prologues. It ends, * here

103 inches by 73. The Ads of the Apoftles fol- 
lows the four Gofpels; then the Epiftles of James, 
Peter, John and Jude; thofe by S. Paul, and the 
Apocalips concluding the book. 

« * This is ſuppoſed to be the earlieft verfion 
of the New Teftament in the Englifh language.”

Mr. Wilfon had with much care prepared a tran- 
{cript, and paffed it through the prefs to the end of 
the Gofpels. 

Some reafons fhould perhaps be here offered why 
our Title page entitles this ** Wicliffe’s verfion, now 
firft printed,” there being already two imprints 
bearing the name, that of Lewis, 1731, reprinted 
by Mr. Baber in 1810, and * The Wicliffe verfion” 
of Bagfter’s Hexapla. 

Befides the parallel paffages given in the above ex- 
tracts from Mr. Wilfon's Catalogue, a more extended 
comparifon of Mr. Baber's imprint, ufually termed 
Wicliffe’s verfion, with the correfponding text of our 
copy,* will ftill further fhew that while there is fuf- 
ficient refemblance to conne& them together, they 
are fo far from identical, that a very confiderable 
difference exifts, and being, as is evidently the cafe, 
equally tranflations from one original, namely, the

certainly juftifies Mr. Wilfon’s decifion, that “ 

tranflation is not that ufually known as Wiclifk

alone ſertle the queftion of priority of the verfion 
and this is not the place to attempt it; but fon 
few grounds for a conclufion may be indicated. |

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The writing of the MS. itfelf, which at that period 
is fo nearly uniform, fixes it to the time of either 
Rich. II. or Hen. IV., or about 1380, and contem- 
porary with Wicliffe. The language of this verfion 
is, as has been ftated above, * ruder,” that is, it is 
older.) The orthography varies; fo much fo, that 
the fame word is fpelt quite differently in even two 
following lines, marking the unformed and uncer- 
tain ftate of the language.“ Moreover, a kind of 
interpretation, or running glofs, not found in the 
other verfions, accompanies many words in this; the 
fecond word, or rendering, being of a more fimple 
character: fome. words are paraphrafed, others are 
explained.+) Many words indeed, befides thofe 
termed facred, are not tranflated at all, but the Latin 
is retained; others again are literally tranflated, 
that is, the idea is transferred, and rendered, not, as 
obtained afterwards, and as is found in the other 
verfions, by the formation of a word out of the 
Latin, but by giving the Englifh equivalent, or com- 


* We think that the various fpelling of the fame word in MSS. of 
this period may be accounted for by the tranfcribers living in different 
diſtricts, and conforming each to the prevailing rule of his own divi- 
fion. "There is ftill extant a Northumbrian verfion of the Gofpels, 
which illuftrates this adherence to a provincial orthography ; befides 
which there was no uniform ftandard, and many words were evidently 
written according to their found. 

+ Take asan inftance of this glofs, not found in the other verfions, 
the words profelite and filateries; after the firft we find, in a n- 
thefis, “ pat is a convertide to zour ordre," and after the fecond, 
“ pat ben fmale fcrowis."

pound equivalent, of the original, and this often- 
times in a very ftriking manner. On the other 
hand, a clofer adherence to the words of the origi- 
nal, the Vulgate, is fometimes maintained at the 
coft even of idiom and corre&nefs. Again, there 
are evident errors in this verfion, and corrections in 
the others which mark this as the earlieft. The 
prologues of S. Jerome are added to all the other 
verfions, but are not found with this. 

Now upon all the particulars indicated above, 
which manifeftly befpeak a firít attempt, and on 
the internal evidence of the language, no hefitation 
can be felt in deciding that Mr. Baber's reprint 
from Lewis, and the text of the Hexapla, are each 
of them later than the following verfion ; the lan- 
guage at their date had then become more fixed, and 
we muſt not fail to remember that in all tranfcripts 
at that period the tranſcriber did not ſcruple to change 
or modernize an obfolete word fo as to fuit it to his 
own day. 

With refpe& to the other queftion propofed, to 
whom belongs the merit of this, the earlieft tranfla- 
tion into Englifh of the New Teftament, Mr. 
Wilfon's remark that it remains with Wicliffe, ap- 
pears correct. Mr. Baber in his * Hiftorical Ac- 
count," pp. 68-72, may be confidered to have fettled 
the point, and the fum of the arguments is here 
given in his own words. ‘Some authors have 
“ doubted whether Wiclif ever tranflated the Scrip- 


tures. 
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“tures. When Hufs, a martyr to Wiclif's prin- 
“ciples, and one nearly his contemporary, {peaks 
** of fuch a production; when amongft the accufa- 
* tions brought againft the reformer by Knyghton, 
“ this pious labor feems in the opinion of this au- 
“ thor to be his higheft offence; when Wiclif in one 
* of his homilies mentions the fevere ufage he met 
* with becaufe he dared to enable the people at 
“large to read in their own tongue the revealed 
* word of God; and when in every lift given of 
* his works by his numerous biographers, mention 
* is always made of his having tranflated the Scrip- 
* ture into Englifh, every doubt upon this point muft, 
* one would think, for the future vanifh.” 

Mr. Baber fays, “ I de Trevifa, who flourifhed 
“ towards the end of the fourteenth century, enjoys 
“ the reputation in the eftimation of fome men of let- 
“ ters of having produced an Englifh tranflation of 
* the Bible; but his title to this fame has hitherto 
« eluded all attempts I have made to trace it.” It 
may however be confidered to reft folely on the 
authority of Caxton, who, in the Preface to the 
Polychronicon of Higden, tranflated by this fame 
John de Trevifa, and the moft popular book in 
that age, fays, that he alfo tranflated the Holy Scrip- 
tures; but no part of fuch tranflation is known to 
exift, and it is thought that the tranflation afcribed 
to him confifted only of texts painted on the walls 
of the chapel at Berkeley Caftle, and the church at 

c ^ 
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Berkeley, where Trevifa was Chaplain and V 
and where he died about thirty years after Wic. 

It may be added that no copy of an En 
verfion of the entire New Teftament of a date 
terior to Wicliffe is known. 

It is not however meant to be afferted either 
Wicliffe was alone and unaffifted in this great w 
or that he did not make ufe of fuch materials foi 
verfion as he had at hand; it is certain that he 
ceived affiftance from others, and it is probable : 
he gathered together the various portions of verfi 
already made. It only needs this moft natural 
planation to reconcile with the fact that he firft p 
duced the entire verfion, many matters as to wh 

ere need at no time have been much controve 

hen More, for example, fays that Wicliffe's tra 
lation was needlefs, as there was one before his da 
we may readily allow it, fo far as portions of 
Bible, and in particular as reſpects the Gofpelà. 3 
quite allow the extent and importance of the lab 
of Nicholas de Hereford, and we think it even p 
bable that he rendered direct affiftance to Wicliffe 
his verfion. We may even admit that there wi 
tranflations in ufe and authorized by the Chur 
Fox himfelf, though for quite another purpofe, in t 
dedication of Archbifhop Parker's Gofpels to Que 
Elizabeth, freely allows this. And we are told d 
Archbifhop Arundel, in his funeral fermon for Ar 
Queen of Richard II. “did avouch that fhe had 


et 
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“the four Gofpels in the vulgare tongue with divers 


“ expofitions of the fame.” 

There being then two (or more) diftin& verfions 
in Englifh of the Bible and Teftament, or portions 
of them, extant, it is eafy to underftand how the 
later and improved verfion came to be attributed to 
Wicliffe, rather than the earlier and more uncouth, 
though the latter agrees far better with the ftyle and 
orthography of his acknowledged writings, as may 
be feen by even a curfory comparifon with his Ho- 
milies and the Trialogus. And this later and clearer 
verfion having been thus given to Wicliffe, it may be 
well believed that the older and more homely ren- 
derings of the other occafioned the inference that 
it was much before his time, fo that Archbifhop 
Ufher even places it in the year 1290,* although 
the very rapid mutation of the Engliſh language at 
the period in queftion would amply account for the 
difference between the two verfions, even had they 
followed more nearly than they did the one to the 
other. Asan illuftration of the rapidity with which 
the Englifh language was then developing itfelf, 
we might compare, fee Baber, 67, the tranflations 
of Richard Rolle, the hermit of Hampole, who died 


Mr. Weftwood, Palæog. Sacra, tells us that from a collation by 
the late Rev. T. Symonds, he found that the Bodleian MS. Fairfax, 
No. 2, confidered by Archbifhop Ufher to have been written at the 
clofe of the thirteenth century is of the Wicliffite period, agreeing with 
the Arundel MS. 108, and the Lambeth MS. 
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in 1349, with either of the verfions mentioned, the 
utmoft interval between them being twenty-five or 
thirty years, 

We think then that we have here the earlieft ver- 
fion in Englifh of the entire New Teftament; that 
which followed, though at long interval, the Saxon, 
connecting itfelf, it may be, as by fucceffion, with 
the tranflation of St. John's Gofpel which occupied 
the laft hours of the Venerable Bede; and alfo that 
this is the true tranflation of Wicliffe, that very tranf- 
lation which gave occafion to the Bill brought into 
the Parliament of 13 Rich. II. (1390) for the pur- 
pofe of fuppreffing it, but which was rejected through 
the influence of the Duke of Lancafter, John of 
Gaunt, Wicliffes chief patron, who folemnly de- 
clared, “We will not be the dregs of all. Seeing 
cc other nations have the Law of God, which is the 
* law of our faith, written in their own languagej 
* I will maintain our having this law in our own . 
“ tongue, againft thofe, whoever they be, who fuf ; 

* brought in this Bill." That fuccefs it was, which 3 

encouraged Wicliffe’s followers, and another, and in E 

fome refpects a more correct tranſlation followed, - 

attributed to Wicliffe’s curate, Purnay or Purvay, and 
it is this verfion which has hitherto been publifhed ag .
